London, Jan. 18.—Kudyard Kipling. Croat Britain's 
famous poet, died early to-day in the Middlesex Hospital at 
the age of seventy, sending the empire he set afire with 
patriotism into widespread mourning. 

The body lay later to-day on the same simple bed in a 
private room of the hoepital which he had occupied since 
he underwent an emergency operation last Monday for a 
perforated stomach nicer. 


Sandringham, Eng., Jan. 18.—Hew supplies of oxygen 
were rushed by road and rail to-night to the royal residence 


here where King Oeorge is seriously ill. 

The call for fresh tanks indicated the King's condition is 
weaksning and that he was consuming large quantities of 
oxygen.

When communication was not resumed 
prep*rations were made fot. the dispatch of rescue 
expeditions. One of these was the vessel Die- 
cowry II, eponaored by the British and Australian 
governments, which was (quipped with an abundance 
of supplies and two airplanes. The other was the 
vessel Wyatt Earp, die Ellsworth supply ship under 
the command of Sir Hubert Wilkins. 

Discovery II found the two explorers alive and 
well on'Little America withm a few miles of their 
objective. They apparently were in much better 
circumstances than even their most hopeful well-wishers 
in the outside world imagined, for although their 
supply of provision* was nearly at an end, they were 
not for from tho station and cache left by Rear- 
Admiral Byrd on his last expedition. Their descent 
was caused by lack of fuel. 

The velue of the flight in terms of contributions 
to geographical and scientific lore must remain un¬ 
disclosed until fuller details have been received from 
them. Meanwhile, the relatives and friends of the 
two e xplores will be deeply thankful for the happy 
outcome of the venture regardless of its practical 
result, and will be especially grateful to the British 
iromenls for sponsoring the rescue

A grow¬ 
ing child, receiving a quart of milk 
aach day. or a pint of milk and on*- 
third of an ounce of butter, get# 
all the vitamin A it needs far proper 
development of Ita body and for its 
resistance. 

Grownups do not req ulr * *» many 
unite of vitamin A aa do children. 
The arersje grownup who takes from 
2.000 to 1.000 calorie* in his diet, re¬ 
quires about the aame number of 
units, of vitamin A. A quart of milk 
provides 1.000 unite, and a teaspoon- 
ful of cod liver oil more than 2.000

P)R. TOWNSEND'S plan includes 
two essential elements.

If they take 
$1500.000,000 a month from those 
who earn and pay the taxes snd 
fsU to spend It all. effective pur¬ 
chasing power will be reduced to the 
extent that they hoard the money.

GEORGIAN ENGLAND

as well as other types of medical care 
for many tho u sa n ds of wage-earners 
and their dependent#. 

It has not been possible to obtain 
complete and accurate figures of the 
number of persons covered by tbe 
plans of the eleven hospitals that 
have been mentioned. However, par¬ 
tial reports show that the total waa 
probably in the neighborhood of 
20.000 In September of 19*8. The 
sudden growth of these plans during 
the post year testifies to the rapidly- 
increasing recognition In British Co¬ 
lumbia of the principle of Insurance 
to protect against the unpredictable 
hazard of hospital costs.

THE PLAN of the Nanaimo Hos¬ 
pital Society also resembles that 
of the Royal Inland Hospital, with 
the following exceptions: Persons 
who are life members, which entails 
an Initial fee of 910, pay 60 cents 
per month, ahd persons who are not 
life members pay 76 cents per month 
If they have dependents, or 60 cents 
per month if no dependents are to 
be Insured. Membership In the 
society Is not granted until thirty 
days after the date of application, 
and may be refused by the board. 
There is s' waiting period of three 
months after the application is he- 
cepted before any benefits are 
granted, and hospitalization for 
maternity cases Is not provided. A 
member Is exempt from the monthly 
due* when receiving hospital treat¬ 
ment from ths fund. - 

Membership In the Nanaimo plan 
has increased from 180 at Its in¬ 
ception in 1928 to 976 at December 
81. 1936. In 1933 the fund had a 
surplus of 12.500, but for the calendar 
year 1934 payments by subscribers 
amounted to $3,888, while benefits 
paid amounted to $4,445. 

The Nanaimo and the Kelowna 
plans are tbe only one* which make 
provision for necessary treatment In 
other hospitals, the former providing 
for an allowance up to $60 snd the 
letter allowing $2 per day up to afi 
amount of $20. 

The scheme of the west coast 
General Hospital. Fort Albernl, while 
similar In most respects to the plans 
atreody- mentioned, make# allowance 
for the dependent parents and sisters 
of a single man.

LIE COULD not use hto arm for months after-

Farmer was on day-shift, and 
found them clearing up the mess when he toent 
to work, and waa very aick. He took what little 
money he had and went to Timmins.

In hte spare 
time he still wrote steadily. He saved some money 
and .went to Toronto, where MacLean’s bought 
two stories. A long pause, a sale, another long 
pause.

JOHN GALSWORTHY RE-EVALIDATED 
IIELEN NEVILLE, the critic, has taken the oeca- 
** sion of the publication of a posthumous 
collection of John Oatoworthy’s works to say some 
things which no one cared to say while he waa 
ltrtng. but must sooner or later be said In the 
interests of critical sincerity. 

She says what has long been known, namely, 
that during hto life Galsworthy was vastly over¬ 
rated. as "a great deal of the time be was so hope¬ 
lessly bad that It to a mystery how ha ever got 
Into print, much less became th* prominent liter¬ 
ary figure that he was." The source of hto toler¬ 
ance she finds In intellectual flabbiness combined 
with a grave lack of moral fervor. O ate worthy 
"represented the practical, complacent. Judicial 
aide of the national picture—the aide that shows 
itself to best advantage at the Ministry, in Far¬ 
it amentary debates, or beside a whisky and soda 
at a gentleman's club. ... Hto values, spiritual 
as well as artistic, were dim; hto idealism was ro 
vague and confused that it was often forced for 
Its final solution to rely upon all the vulgar tags 
and slogans which It had shown lteelf anxious to

“Yes, I know, but It la aim connected with 
finance, and couldn't there be some arrangement 
made for Braille books to go through the mails 
to the same way that newspapers do?* 

“There might be." considered Mr. Fielding 
“You write to the Postmaster-Oeneral and tell 
him about your Braille postal troubles, and I’ll 
see him when I go back to Ottawa." 

V wrote to the Postmaster-General. Super¬ 
intendent Fraser approved of the letter, and it 
went off on its mission The days and weeks 
went by and no notice of any sort came In regard 
to Braille postal matters. 

Then. In early March, came a request from 
Postmaster-Oeneral Mulock’s office to forward a 
Braille book, large alse. to tbe Postmaster- 
Oeneral. 

It was Robert Louis 8tevenson who said: “If 
you want a prophet. Isaiah's the boy." I sent .a 
nice new volume of Isaiah post-haste to Ottawa. 

For weeks I scanned the newspapers and 
watched the mails. There was no mention of 
postal changes for the blind. In another month 
“Isaiah" came back. “Put not your trust in

Down the corridor came Superintendent 
Fraser and his wife, both stepping quickly. The 
superintendent rapped sharply at the door, swung 
It open, waved the newspaper he was carrying 
and called: “Miss Frame, girls and boys!. Free 
postage on Braille books for blind readers In 
Canada. Come on. all of you. girls and boys! 
Hip. hip. hurrah! Hip. hip. hurrah I* 

Never have 1 heard such a spontaneous ex¬ 
uberance of sound: each classroom, and the 
musical department, was visited. 

When the clsss-changlng bell rang the whole 
school was given a free hour, with permission to 
go out Into the grounds and hurrah and about 
to their lung limit. That unusual permission 
was unstintedly acted upon. Dignified citizens 
on their way to offices, soldiers from the garrison, 
sailors from the warships, lined up beside the 
high picket fence end wondered what tbe racket 
of “sound and fury" was shorn. 

It all happened In tbe last century, a long 
time ago. but not long enough to be forgotten. 
Sir William Mulock’s altruistic gift was tbe be¬ 
ginning of a great helpful postal movement for 
blind readers that has since encircled tbe globe.

Up for Week To Turn 

Out Address To . : J 

Congress

pOGSEVELT will make many more speeches this 
. year and moat of them will be “fighting 
speeches’* after tbe manner ot his address to 
Congress, heard by radio around the world. 

That address was the kicked of the campaign 
and tho President has decided that he will have 
to carry the ball and make the gains himself. 

There will be support from other New Deal orators 
to help equalize the pressure of constant Re¬ 
publican att*rk. but It WUI be of distinctly 
secondary importance.

Electric Co. to meet the problems 
of the possible vibration of the steel 
structure, the corrosive action of salt 
era air on the protective armor, and 
condensed moisture in ducts and 
conduits. 

Tbe flan Pranctoco-Oakland Bay 
Bridge, costing more than Boulder 
Dam, spans the largest body of water 
ever bridged.

There Is no reason why the average 
Individual should not be able to 
carry on all the pruning work which 
to necessary on hla own trees.

It miy be necessary to remove some 
fairly large limbs and In doing this 
the cute should be made flush with 
the branches which are left.

What does all this mean 7 It meaito that one may not always value his 
crop in tons per sere, for some forage crops are largely made up of water; 
mangels, for example. 883 per cent of the qpttre yield. Water to good In its 
place but ho great value may be placed on it under ordinary circumstances. 
Sugar beets, for example, seldom yield more than fifteen tons to the acre, 
yet they contain twice aa much dry matter aa manrvl*. Hence a. crop of 
sugar beets running fifteen tons to the acre has as great a feeding value 
as a crop of mangels yielding thirty tons to the acre. 

In compounding a feed one must also consider the relative proportions 
of the food constituents found in the dry matter, the protein, the carbo¬ 
hydrates and the fate. True, the fibre adds bulk and tbe asb baa a place, 
but otherwise one must look at the real nutrients In the food as mentioned.

So mysterious to everything 
connected with swing that expert* 
even disagree a* to Its age. Borne say 
French and Bugllsh Hot Clubs have 
been listening to American swing 
records since 1W0. But this age of 
sweet sixteen Is denied by Mr. Ham¬ 
mond. who says that the French yan 
for "Ie jam hot" dates from' IBM 
and that English clubs started only 
recently. The honor of bflng the 
American 4eeder of swing ha* many 
claimant but so far. critical opinion 
hu failed to place the laurels (or 
thorns) on the brow of any Indi¬ 
vidual. 

But with everybody going around 
and around to the dimy rhythms, it 
seems that the song writer was a 
prophet who said “It don't mean a 
thing if it ain’t got that swing."

1 A to recent fame through swing 
John Hammond, president of the 
Hot Clubs of America, says Fletcher 
Henderson was the greatest swing 
artist of all time, while others dis¬ 
agree and rhapsodize over the late 
Blx Blederbecks, Paul Whiteman's 
trumpeter. But Mr. Hammond bears 
no denials when he names Benny 
Goodman, of the Hotel .Court*** 
Chicago, as the hottest living swing 
player In the country. I n cidentally, 
the Hot Club# of America are com¬ 
posed of “enthuslaetle admirers and 
amateur players of hot music." 

Mr. Hammond has very definite 
ideas on what constitutes real swing. 
He says swing must be spontaneous 
and insist* that it cannot be re¬ 
hearsed. In his opinion a swing band 
should number not more than seven, 
and they must be expert musicians 
who can keep the original melodies 
In mind and Improvise on them. No 
large commercial band using so¬ 
phisticated orchestrations can swing, 
he says. And further. It to Impossible 
for a single swinger to "ride" a tune 
unlras the whole orchestra Is doing 
It. Even then the result may be toiort 
of perfection because the audience 
ts not sympathetic to what Is happen¬ 
ing. Which bears out the conten¬ 
tion that swing la more mood than 
music. 

Paul Whiteman, on the other hand, 
would have you know that Jaza Is 
jaxs whether you call It awing or 
sway. He states emphatically that 
swing Is simply any music played In 
jam rhythm. Though noted as th# 


for all by the eventual establishment 
of an official government censorship 
of obscene mualc, similar to the ex¬ 
isting statutes that curb soiled lit¬ 
erature. He points out that music 
has sn emotional Impact capable of 
demoralizing or uplifting tba listener, 
comparable to that of tbs written 
Jgprd.

president of the United Hot 
Clubs of America, goes merrily on, 
leading hI* eitfb members on to b igg e r 
and better swinging and Insisting 
that swing la a new expression pf 
Instinctive musical genius. 

This musical leftist declares that 
swing is “rhythm plus sophistica¬ 
tion'* and has nothing to do with 
noise and a Harlemlsh blare of brass. 
He says that any haif-dooen excep¬ 
tional musicians, given a chance to 
improvise spontaneously. wlU 
“swing." And he means exceptional 
In sensitiveness to rhythm—not in 
technique. 

Standing shoulder to shoulder with 
Hairznond are the cohorts of pro¬ 
fessional swingers, Ed Farley and 
Mike Riley (authors of the first song 
ever written just for swing, eaylng 
that the new music ts a certain little 
something that makes you want to 
swing your arms and snap your 
fingers. When the furore over 
“Hound and Around** dies down, 
these boys have another number In 
the Icebox, called “Clap Hands." 
When they swing this one. they ex¬ 
pect the audience to clap hands, 
which to one way of insuring ap- j 
pis use. They have authoritative 
backing for thslr expectation* in 
Paul Whiteman’s statement that Jazz 
makes people want to sway and clap

Riley. It appears that appreciation 
of awing may c o n sti t u te sens new 
kind of Youth Movement. At least 
there to plenty of movement among 
the college-age customers, who 
bounce up and down'In their chairs, 
clap hands, sway and hum along 
with the music. All of which seems 
to bear out the definition of swing 
given by the authors of th* routing 
rhythm. 

Hammond has said that an import¬ 
ant part of successful swing to a 
sympathetic spirit on the part of the 
audience. Chick Webb, up at Har¬ 
lem's Savoy Ballroom, feels this way 
about It. too. It seems the customer* 
have a real effect on this artist, and 
unless he senses that subtle re^xmss 
from the crowd, he plays straight, 
pre-arranged Jazz, and does not let 
his boy* Improvise even a swing Mx- 
teenth note.

Iff 
aesthetic value to far beneath the 
level of the average popular songs, 
which, despite their simplicity, often 
have a high degree of artistic in¬ 
tegrity." 

And the resentment that he ex¬ 
presses for himself and hia fellow 
members of the league will not be 
dissipated In mere vocal condemna¬ 
tion.
